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THE STRAWHAT APPRENTICE 


by Charles Cochran 


One cannot help but hear of the sum- 
mer theatre apprentice, but he never real- 
izes the many dimensioned assignment 
the job entails until he becomes one. He 
is apt to ask two questions in particular: 
isn’t the job the epitome of glamour? Or, 
how can anyone but an ambitious fool 
work with great diligence all summer 
long and have nothing to show the first 
of the week? These queries, while for- 
givable coming from an outsider, are 
surely from the lips of an unobservant 
individual. Doubtless an impulsive 
thinker, too. Since neither glamour nor a 
weekly paycheck ever enters the appren- 
tice’s life (and you'll find that these 
things are in most cases of little import- 
ance to him), maybe we can set the im- 
petuous outsider straight by relating to 
him the real factors, physical and mental, 
that go into making a normal apprentice’s 
life. By normal we mean he is eager, con- 
scientious, and is keenly interested in the 
theatre. 


This last point is one which, I feel, 
requires elaboration. For if a youngster’s 
interest in the theatre is not extraord- 
inary—by extraordinary I mean willing 
to devote his life to some phase of the 
theatre—he should not consider becoming 
an apprentice; it is, quite honestly, not 
worth his time (for the hours are gruelling 
indeed), his expenses (about thirty dol-

lars per week), or all the anxious mo- 
ments that go hand in hand with every 
production—especially those which must 
meet a deadline. 


There is no carefree summer vacation 
in the life of an apprentice and unless his 
theatrical aspirations are of a concrete 
nature he is very apt to fall by the way- 
side. Perhaps it can be said that being 
an apprentice serves as a kind of test: if 
he comes out in September with an en- 
thusiasm more vibrant than ever before, 
he has passed the test with pleasing re- 
sults; if his attitude shows an enthusiasm 
that has waned, the examination has not 
been met with the best results. There 
again there have been those who have ex- 
perienced this disillusionment, then gone 
on to prove themselves successful in the 
drama. So you see there is no answer to 
the test that can be accepted as gospel. 

Becoming an apprentice, despite the 
hours and hardships, marks one import- 
ant milestone, and it may be the thing

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that keeps 99% of the apprentices happy 
all summer: it marks the end of their 
theatrical interest as a spectator; they are 
now in the theatre. At last they have ar- 
rived at their first real taste of it, and 
though it may disenchant them, they can 
rest assured that it is the real theatre they 
are tasting and no imitation. 


There is no doubt about it: the prom- 
inent summer theatre (and the Cape 
Playhouse certainly has no peer) is the 
closest thing one can get to Broadway. 
This “in the theatre’ sensation is what 
serves as a foundation for the entire ap- 
prentice system. The other ideas come

secondary and are trimmings to the point. 


The Cape Playhouse has a distinctive 
idea regarding the apprentice system. The 
gist of it is this: after several weeks the 
apprentice has observed a great deal; 
hence being no longer green, he is given 
responsibility and treated as much like a 
professional as possible. When something 
is assigned to him, the heads of depart- 
ments have a large degree of confidence 
that the task will be completely attended 
to. This confidence that the superior feels 
has a way of inciting the apprentice into 
performing to the best of his ability; as 
a result, the average apprentice blossoms 
from a clumsy amateur into a surefooted 
potential professional. This exemplifies 
the very true moral that when fledgelings 
are told they are old and strong and able 
enough to build a nest of their own, they 
surprise everyone (and sometimes them- 
selves) by becoming master nest builders.

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The task of an apprentice is a varied 
one. One of the points Richard Aldrich 
stresses in his interview with the appren- 
tice is that even for the actor, the theatre 
should be studied from all angles—the 
“backstage” angle, the “front of the 
house” angle, the “scene shop” angle, the 
“out front” angle, the “onstage” angle. 
With time the apprentice learns to feel at 
home in the theatrical surroundings: he 
gets to understand the ideal of perfection- 
ism, so prevalent in first rate theatre; tol- 
erate the temperament clashes bound to 
arise among those who are under stress. 
By September he will no longer look upon 
the theatre as the mysterious vision it 
once was to him, but the laborious yet 
spirited, rarely glamorous art it is. 


The apprentice begins the season by 
doing everything from digging postholes 
along the driveway to setting up the stage 
for the opening attraction. Within a few 
weeks, his talents in certain fields will

be recognized and he will be allowed to 
spend more time in those departments, 
whether it be painting, carpentry, office 
work, or assistant to the director. 


There are seasons when the ratio of 
girl apprentices far exceeds the number of 
boys, in which case the boys are required 
to do most of the “brute labor” jobs 
such as lifting scenery (the apprentice 
probably does more lifting in the course 
of his job than most men in the course 
of their lifetimes), attending to the more 
strenuous ground jobs, and working at car- 
pentry; hence the more intricate work 
like painting and acting as production as- 
sistant is left to the girls. This is unfor- 
tunate for the boy who wishes to concen- 
trate on these phases of the theatre and is 
not especially talented with the hammer 
and the saw, but it is a familiar strawhat 
dilemma that cannot be helped. I can 
see only one way to avoid this: since the 
chores of an apprentice are designed more 
for the man than the woman, the appren- 
tices should be apportioned evenly. This 
way all the available males (which gen- 
erally aren’t many) wouldn’t get straight- 
jacketed into a steady diet of manual 
labor. 


Another bad blow which affects most 
of the apprentices (and by most I mean 
those who yearn to act) is that almost all

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the parts in the productions are filled by 
top-flight professionals. Therefore few of 
them ever get a chance for a walk-on, 
much less to act. Luckily, however, all 
the apprentices are told this before the 
Aldrich office even considers them, so 
there are few disillusionments among the 
groun. 

As one of the heads of departments 
remarked to a discouraged apprentice on 
the brink of handing in his notice, “If 
a person, regardless of how disinterested 
he has become with the theatre, cannot 
find anything worthwhile out of being 
an apprentice, he is too dull, too stupid, 
too unperceptive, to get anywhere in life, 
much less show business.” 


Perhaps a stark examination of this 
statement would lead one to believe that 
the elder was being unnecessarily harsh, 
but in many ways he was quite right. 
One must never be narrow-minded about 
one’s work, insisting that simply because

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he hasn’t gotten a great deal out of his 
search for one specific thing, the curtain 
is down to all else. This is very true of 
the job of an apprentice; out of this one 
summer position there is a wealth that 


can be attained: appreciation of good 
theatre (which can be developed much 
more acutely inside than outside the thea- 
tre); understanding of one’s fellow work- 
ers, all struggling, each in his own right, 
for the same success you are; the team- 
work that goes into making a production 
roll off smoothly on opening night; the 
theatrical contacts one encounters which 
cannot be overlooked in the struggling 
world of the theatre; for aspiring young 
actors, directors, and scenic designers, the 
good fortune of being able to observe top- 
notch professionals at work. 


The most important factor, however, 
one which I believe in very deeply, is that 
an apprentice works with a purpose. If he 
lets himself get harnessed into a haze of 
routine, he loses all possibility of be- 
coming inspired; in truth, he might as 
well follow the drudgery of boarding 
school life at the peak of a very monot- 
onous semester. But if he makes the 
earnest effort to keep his eyes open, he 
cannot help but profit immeasurably from 
his summer.

Wescotts.” Her first leading role was in 
“The Marionette Man” for Brock Pember- 
ton, to whom she represented herself as 
an experienced actress — which at the 
time was slightly less than the truth. Un- 
der the management of Al Woods she be- 
came a brilliant Broadway success, ap- 
pearing in such hits as “The Cat Came 
Back,” “High Stakes,” “A Kiss in a Taxi,” 
“The Ghost Train,’ “The Barker,” and 
“Dynamo.” Paramount signed her for films 
in 1929. Her first picture was “Love O’ 
Mike,” a silent. Her next was Paramount’s 
first all-talkie, “The Hole in the Wall.” 
Both were made at the company’s Long 
Island studio. She went to Hollywood in 
1932 and after a succession of colorless 
roles she prepared to quit and go back to 
the stage when Cecil B. DeMille cast her 
in the title role of “Cleopatra.” From then 
on her career was nothing but onward 
and upward. In 1934 she won the Motion 
Picture Academy Award “Oscar” for “It 
Happened One Night.” In 1944 she was 
again a candidate for an Academy Award 
for “Since You Went Away.” Miss Colbert 
is a quick study at physical as well as 
mental problems.
